How  to  Grow  Gladioli 

LOCATION.  The  Gladiolus  is  one  of  the  easiest  flowers  to  grow,  re- 
quiring very  little  attention  and  thriving  even  when  neglected.  A sunny 
location  is  essential. 

SOIL  AND  FERTILIZER.  Any  kind  of  soil  is  satisfactory,  although 
Gladioli  respond  more  favorably  to  a good  soil.  A good  commercial 
fertilizer  suitable  for  potatoes  is  best.  The  use  of  manure  is  not  recom- 
mended unless  it  is  applied  in  the  Fall  of  the  year.  Work  the  land  up 
thoroughly  to  a depth  of  about  eight  inches,  after  fertilizer  has  been 
applied. 

PLANTING.  Plant  the  bulbs  in  rows,  i8  inches  or  more  apart,  3 or  4 
inches  apart  in  the  rows  and  4 to  6 inches  deep.  As  the  new  bulbs  form 
on  top  of  the  old  bulbs,  deep  planting  is  necessary.  Do  not  put  fertilizer 
in  direct  contact  with  bulbs.  Plant  after  danger  of  frost  is  past. 

CARE.  Keep  the  soil  well  stirred,  not  only  to  kill  the  weeds  but  also  to 
conserve  moisture.  Cultivate  after  rains  and  water  once  a week  during 
dry  spells. 

BLOSSOMING  TIME.  To  allow  the  blossoms  to  mature  and  then  go 
to  seed  on  the  plant  weakens  the  new  bulb,  which  does  not  develop  until 
after  blossoming  time.  Cut  the  blossoms  when  the  first  bud  opens  and 
place  them  in  water.  You  will  find  that  all  of  the  other  buds  will  open 
and  that  they  will  last  about  two  weeks.  It  is  this  long-blossoming 
quality  of  the  Gladiolus  which  makes  it  one  of  the  most  appreciated 
decorative  cut  flowers.  In  cutting  the  spike,  at  least  four  leaves  should 
be  left  to  properly  develop  the  new  bulb. 

DIGGING  AND  STORING.  Dig  up  bulbs  as  soon  as  the  foliage 
turns  brown.  Cut  the  stalk  off  close  to  the  new  bulb,  save  all  of  the 
little  bulblets  on  the  new  bulb  and,  if  possible,  dry  the  bulbs  in  the  sun 
for  a few  days  before  storing.  Store  in  a shallow  box  or  basket  in  a dry, 
frost-proof  spot  until  ready  for  planting  the  following  season.  The 
little  bulblets  may  be  planted  and  will  develop  into  small  bulbs  in  one 
season.  If  planted  the  second  season,  many  of  these  will  blossom.
